One of the officers says: "The army 


The 
men are dirty, and some of them are 
covered with vermin. Take them at 
in all, they are the most forlorn set o: 
men that ever walked through the 
Maryland hills."

Dishonest Partisans. 


The country hap, in the attempt of the 


Cook county grand jmy to inquire into 
the alleged frauds at the December and 
April elections in that county and the 
effort of the Democratic leadets to pic- 
vent such an investigation, another dem- 
onstration 
of 
the fact 
that those 


leaders depend upon defrauding the 
people at the polls to get majorities. 
When an investigation was first spoken 
of by the law-abiding citizens of Chi- 
cago after the election of Hopkins for 
mayor, Mr. Hopkins himself and other 
Democratic leadeispiofessed entire will- 
ingness to aid in such an investigation, 
but since the grand jury has taken the 
matter up they have not only absolutely 
refused to aid in such an investigation, 
but are doing all in their power to de- 
feat the will of the grand juiy and the 
people. 


The foieman of the grand jury charges 


that a prominent city official, in -viola- 
tion of the law which requires that the 
ballots shall be pieservod six months, 
buinertthem to pre\ent the gi and jury 
getting hold of them. If this has been 
done that official should bo indicted and 
sent to the penitentiary, and if the elec 
tion commissioners, aie either diiectly 
or indirectly acccssoues to the destruc- 
tion of the ballots they should be sent 
to the penitentiary with him. It is high 
time, if the ballot-bov is to be the 
means whereby the people express this 
will, it should be protected from the rav- 
ages of a set of political heelers,, hired 
to help certain men into office by fraud. 
The party that cannot muster a majoi- 
it> of votes at the polls, under our foim 
of government, in not entitled to repre- 
sent the people in office, and the party 
that takes advantage of the 
frauds 


should be taught a lesson that will con- 
vince them that trifling with the rights 
of the people is dangerous busines. The 
federal election laws were repealed to 
remove danger of federal interference 
with these partisan outlaws, and unless 
the people rise in their might and sweep 
the party that encourages these frauds 
out of power and out of office it will not 
be long until elections in the great cities 
of the North will become a farce, as 
they have been in the South for the last 
20 years. If we cannot have fair elec- 
tions the government is a failure and 
cannot stand. The government cannot 
be a success if men who ought to be in 
the penitentiary are permitted to con- 
tinue to create majorities where the 
people have failed to register such ma- 
jorities at the polls. 


To Test tie Apportionment. 


Suit was begun in Vermillion county 


bsfore Judge Bookwalter by Ex-At- 
torney General Hunt, Saturday, to test 
the constitutionality of the late gerry- 
mander of the state into senatorial dis- 
tricts. 


The constitution expressly states that 


senatorial districts shall be formed of 
contiguous and compact territory. This 
provision the legislature, in many cases, 
utterly disregarded. Take, for example,' 
the 40th district, consisting of Douglas, 
Coles and Shelby; it is neither compact 
nor contiguous as the contiguous terri- 
tory between Shelby and the other coun- 
ties, does not amount to exceed six miles- 
The same is true of the 29th district, 
made up of DeKalb, Lee, Kendall and 
Grundy counties. It is also true of the 
18th district, made up of Ford and Yer- 
mlllion counties. These are a fe"w o): the 
worst outside of Chicago. In gerry. 
inandering these districts, to carve out 
Democratic districts, little 
regard 


jwas 
paid 
to 
the 
population! 


in the districts; hence some of them 
have as high as 89,000 inhabitants whil 
others have only 62,000 people. Not on) 
did the legislature do this, but in num 
bering the districts they resorted to th 
most infamous and dishonest schem 
that could be adopted to disfranchise th 
people of the state. The senators to b 
elected this fall will be from the od< 
numbered districts, and will vote for th 
election of a successor to Senator Cullom 
in 1895 and also for the successor to Sen 
ator Palmer in 1897, so in order to make 
the legislature Democratic in these yean 
without question, after the districts were 
formed they juggled with the number 
ing of them and instead of numbering 
them-consecutively, they skipped from 
one side of the state to the other to giv- 
es many Democratic districts as poasibl 
odd numbers to gain Democratic sena 
tors to insure a Democratic successor to 
both Cullom and Palmer. 


Such infamy was never before in the 


history of this state attempted upon its 
people, and that the courts should bo 
called upon to right the wrong no honest 
man will object to.

February 18, 1823, in Jefferson county, 
Virginia, near Charleston, and died in 
Decatur, Illinois, Sunday morning, April 
29,1894, at 2:05 o'clock.

When quite a child the'family consist- 


ing of father and mother and four chil- 
dren, all girls, of whom she was the 
youngest, moved to Tennessee, near 
Pikeville. During her residence in Ten- 
nessee her father lost his life on a Mis- 
sissippi steamer, which was blown up 
and all on board perished. In 1832 the 
family moved to Decatur, where they 
remained till the fall of 1833, when they 
moved to Chicago, then a small village, 
where her mother was married to Rev. 
James Walker, a missionary among the 
Indians. He died in 1835, In 1838 her 
mother, an older sister and herself came 
back to Macon county where her mother 
died in 1842. Her remains rest in Green- 
wood cemetery. 


The subject of this sketch was united 


in marriage with Jerome R. Gorin on the 
first day of April, 1845. To them were 
born seven children, six of whom survive 
her; one passed away in childhood. 
Most of her days were passed in Decatur. 
Her record was among this people, some 
of whom have known her from her girl- 
hood days. She lived a Christian. She 
was a member of the Methodist church

ievi States Troops on the Move 


to Preserve Order. 


1RBITBATION 
FIRMLY 
REJECTED. 


Nothing but the Restoration of the Au- 


gust Schedule—Knights of Labor 


Called Out—Engineers and Fire- 


men Return to Work. 


The Strike on the Northern Pacifi c. 
ST. PAUL, Minn., April 30.—United 


States troops are on the move to pre- 
aerve order and aid in the arrest of ri- 
otous strikers along the Great North- 
ern railway. This morning Fort Snell- 
ing was all in a bustle, and to the 
initiated it looked like the beginning 
of a campaign acrainst the Indians. 
Shortly before midnight last night Col. 
Swain, acting on orders from the pres- 
ident, had directed Col. Mason, in 
charge of the post at Fort Snelling, to 
send a portion of the third regiment to 
North Dakota to assist United States 
Marshal Cronin in serving warrants 
and making arrests. Accordingly, the 
•whole third regiment was called from 
barracks at 6 o'clock this evening and 
four companies selected for the trip. 
John P. Patterson was named to take 
charge of the expedition and companies 
A, B, D and G were selected to go with 
him. 
The captains of the companies 


are respectively John W. Hanny, Ar- 
thur Williams, George \V. Stouch and 
Joseph Hale. 


After receiving instructions 
from 


Col. Mason to act with coolness and 
bravery, the four companies left the 
fort without demonstration via the 
Grand Northern and, barring acci- 
dents, will arrive at Grand Forks at 7 
o'clock to-morrow morning-. The num- 
ber of men in the four companies is 
201. 


It is stated that Marshal Cronin will 


order two of the companies to Devil's 
lake and use the others where rioting 
seems most Iikel3'. 


Fifty United States marshals re- 


turned here this morning from Minne- 
sota points. They report the strikers 
at Barnesville, St. Cloud, U'ilrnar and 
Moorhead more inclined to obey the 
law, and it is hoped the cuting of 
trains will entirely cease.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
fifth 


week of the tariff debate in the senate 
opens to-day. If rumors be true some 
material changes in the bill have been 
made in the way of concessions, and 
the industries of the states represented 
by the so-called "conservative" sen- 
ators will get more protection than 
was believed possible early last week. 
In many cases, it is said, specific rates 
will be restored and senate reductions 
of rates imposed by the house bill have 
been abandoned. No changes have 
been made in the free list, so far as can 
be ascertained. Coal, iron ore and lead 
ore w ill, it is said, remain as the sen- 
ate previously reported them, although 
great pressure was brought to bear to 
have duties on these raw materials in- 
creased. 


In this connection an interesting 


story was afloat to-day. While lead 
ore remains unchanged, it is given out 
that the duties on lead products have 
been increased. Of these, of course, 
white lead 
is the 
chief. 
Under 


the present law white lead has a duty 
of 3 cents a pound. The house com- 
mittee reduced it to !Jf cents and that 
was permitted to stand. It is now said 
that this rate will be increased to 2 
cents, the authority for that statement 
being a well-known senator who ought 
to know what is going on in committee. 
It is also said to bi practically settled 
that the one-tenth of a cent discrimi- 
nating' duty on refined sugar, levied 
against countries paying a bounty in 
refined sugars exported will be gfxen 
beyond a question. The sugar grow- 
ers, represented by Senators C.iffery 
and lilanchard, still believe they will 
be able to get 45 per cent advalorem 
on r^w sugar instead of the 40 per 
cent, the committee has offered them. 


The sugar and lead schedules, which 


have caused a vast amount of trouble, 
being so nearly agreed upon, and the 
income tax modified so as to insure the 
support of the malcontents, and cer- 
tain other duties affecting the manu- 
facturing states of New York, New 
Jersey and Maryland having been in- 
creased, it seems as if the time was near 
at hand when the democrats would be 
in a position to force the fighting with 
n solid party behind the managers of 
the bill. 


Although the bill was taken up by 


paragraphs Wednesday last, not a line 
has yet been changed nor has the first 
paragraph been acted upon. In addi- 
tion to tlie unfinished speeches of Sen- 
ators Quay. Dolph and Stewart, Mr. 
Squire, of Washington, has given no- 
tice of an intention to speak this week, 
and Mr. Aldrich is preparing a speech 
which he hopes to deliver before the 
week ends. It is not unlikely that if 
the expected committee amendments, 
which Mr. Alclrieli announced some 
days ago, were to be forthcoming, 
should be reported this week an ani- 
mated impromptu discussion will grow 
up therefrom. 


According to agreement May 3 has 


been set apart for the discussion of the 
Chinese treaty.

the fire is not known. It had gainec 
a good headway in the rear portion of 
the structure before its presence be- 
came known to the clerks in the office.

The bodies were so mangled by the 
fall that recognition was impossible 
and there was nothing about the little 
remaining clothing of either to indi- 
cate the identity of the unfortunates. 


The fire burned its way with great 


rapidity to the freight elevator in 
the rear of the St. Charles hotel 
and 
soon spread 
to the 
upper 


floors, so that the third, fourth <ind 
fifth floors on the Commerce-street side 
of the hotel were ablaze. 
Most of the 


guests were on the St. Charles-street 
skle, and they soon began to make 
their appearance at the windows on 
that side. Many of them wore in their 
night clothes and in scanty attire, and 
most of them, with the aid of ladders 
brought quickly into use by the fire- 
men, made their escape to other hotels 
notir by. 


How many others were left upon the 


tipper floors; how many who failed to 
reach the windows in time or, reach- 
ing the outer walls, with the flames 
close upon them suffered a horrible 
death by suffocation rather than make 
the hopeless attempt to save their lives 
by jumping forty or fifty feet to the 
etone pavement below, can only be 
conjectured. 


The hotel was gutted before the fire- 


men had made the slightest headway 
in checking the flames. Indeed, it re- 
quired their most heroic efforts to save 
the human life imperiled in the fast- 
burning wooden structure. 


Nothing of the contents of the hotel 


or the bagffage of the guests was 
saved, and it is doubtful if in their 
rush for their lives any of these fright- 
ened people took time to gather up any 
valuables they may have had near 
them at the trre the alarm was 
sounded. 


When the fire v,' 's at its greatest heat 


burning embers v, i>re carried in great 
clouds across St. Charles street and 
rained upon the roof of the building on 
the opposite corner of St. Charles and 
GraUer streets, in which are located 
the offices of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. This building- could not b: 
protected an<1 was soon ablaze in a 
dozen places, while the force of oper- 
ators at work in the Western Union 
office began making preparations to 
flee for their lives when the word 
should be given.

Destruction by theLat? Earthquake. 
ATHENS, April HO.— The latest reports 


from Atalanta say that on Friday 3fi5 
shocks of earthquake were felt there 
in eight hours. For tvro hours the 
trembling1 of the earth was almost con- 
tinnous. For a radius of three and a 
half miles, on every side of the town, 
the fields and highways have been torn 
with deep fissures. The sea has en- 
croached upon the shore about sixty 
feet 


Vast masses of rock have been loos- 


ened in the mountains and have rolled 
down into the lowlands. The people 
were warned almost constantly on 
Friday and Saturday by rumbling and 
loud reports under the mountain sides. 


The shores of the* larg-e island of Eu- 


boca, which lies off the coast lioetia 
and Attica, has sunk six feet and a 
half. The Aidipso bnlphur springs are 
emittinp torrents of boiling- water. 


Dispatches from all parts of the 


kingdom indicate that former reports 
of death and damage to property have 
underestimated the losses. The list of 
dead and injured grows hourly. The 
misery in the smaller towns of the 
stricken districts is extreme. Hundreds 
who were prosperous householders be- 
fore the earthquakes, are now without 
food and shelter for their families and 
are begging for help. The govern- 
ment continues to do all in its power 
to relieve the suffering, bat the bar- 
den IB beyond its means, and scores of 
families are already on the verge of 
•tarration. Kesrly 100,000 persons are 
•aid to have been left destitute of food 
and shelter In the Locris district aloua.
